8. To see if the Town will choose or appoint a committee of 
citizens to act as a Committee of Finance, whose duty it shall 
be to investigate all proposed appropriations, previous to next 
town meeting, and report their reeommmendations at said meeting. 

9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to pay Town Officers for the fiscal year ending 
January 31, 1982. 

10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Incidental Expenses of the Town for the fiscal 
year ending January 31, 1932. 


11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the salary and expenses of the Police De- 
partment for the fiscal year ending January 31, 1932. 

12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise - 
and appropriate for the repair of Highways and Bridges including 
State Aid Maintenance and Trunk Line Maintenance. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $5,000 for the purpose of building new sidewalks and 
repairing those now in use.

35. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,200 for the care of the Town Dump for the ensuing 
year. 


36. To see what action the Town will take in regard to accept- 
ing the provisions of the will of Eugene H. Hunter. 


37. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
prevent the abuse of the highway at the head of Myrtle Street. 


38. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
restrict the entrances to the Howe Garage lot on Pleasant and 
Myrtle Streets to fourteen feet each and to construct a curb between 
the garage lot and the sidewalk except at the two entrances. 


39. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the report of the 
committee appointed at the last Town Meeting relative to amend- 
ing the by-laws relating to buildings in the Town, or to see what 
other action the Town will take relative to the amendment of the 
by-laws relating to buildings in the Town.

Report of Playground Commission 


During the past year there has been more activity and greater 
_ patronage than ever before on both Monadnock and Barnes Parks. 
This has been particularly true of Barnes, where most of our 
effort was directed this year as far as new developments are 
concerned. 
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In order to prepare a sufficient area at the proper grade for 
a baseball and football field it was necessary to move several 
thousand yards of dirt, the excavation going to a depth of about 
eight feet at the upper end of the park and an average fill of four 
feet at the lower end of the ball field. This was a comparatively 
expensive, but necessary improvement, as previously the ball field 
was eight feet out of level. 

Two tennis courts were built this year and were patronized 
to such an extent that it will be necessary to add more this coming 
season. Ultimately these should be enclosed with a chain link fence 
to match that which already borders two sides of the tennis court 
area. 

One hundred and two shade trees were planted including a 
group of twelve in the northwest corner, which it is expected will 
later provide a picnic grove and shade spot. 

The toboggan chute, for the past five years operated at 
Monadnock Park, was moved to Barnes Park this year. This has 
proved a welcome addition to the youngsters and the parents also, 
as it provides a safe sliding place within the enclosed park. 

Ali activities have been carried on as usual at Monadnock 
Park with increased patronage, especially on the skating rink, 
which has proved inadequate to accommodate the hundreds who 
wished to skate. 

The Commission in cooperation with the Outing Club have 
built a hockey rink and several games have been played with 
visiting teams. 

The high school has also added hockey as one of their winter 
sports, playing interclass games and some as well with other high 
school teams. 

We wish to make special mention of the pageant produced 
last August by the children of Claremont under the capable 
management of Miss Margaret Keefe and Miss Elizabeth Fletcher, 
who completed her second season in charge of the children’s work 
and play at Barnes Park. The performance was truly impressive 
and demonstrated the painstaking care which had been given to 
every detail of training and preparation. Two thousand citizens 
of Claremont witnessed this pageant and were loud in praise. 

Monadnock and Barnes parks are now under the general super- 
vision of Mr. Leonard Fletcher, who was appointed by the Com- 
mission a short time after the death of Mr. Walter Thomas on 
April 5th, 1930. Mr. Fletcher has proved a capable and efficient 
successor to Mr. Thomas. 

We wish to take this opportunity to express to the public the 
distinct loss we felt in the sudden passing of Mr. Thomas, whom 
we had come to regard as a fixture in this position. He was 
the pioneer in making a playground for Claremont an established 
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fact and deserves much credit perhaps never accorded him except 
by those of us who were in close touch with his work. 

In the early years of the development of Monadnock Park, the 
problems were many and criticism was plentiful. It was at this 
time that we realized our good fortune in our choice of Mr. 
Thomas to carry on the work of development. 

He was greatly beloved by the children whom he had watched 
develop through his fourteen years association with them. The 
same babies who in their early years came to play on the swings 
and see-saws were the high school athletes in Mr. Thomas’ closing 
years. In the years between these periods these same children 
had learned to skate, play tennis, baseball, football and many other 
accomplishments mainly developed through contact with the play- 
ground under the watchful care of Mr. Thomas. 

The Commission feels that the townspeople can well be proud 
of their parks and that few would care to relinquish any of the 
present day opportunities for recreation and pleasure afforded 
by them. 

There are still many things to be done at both Barnes and 
Monadnock which have to be done very gradually with what portion 
of the annual appropriation can be spared for new developments. 

Approximately 1500 feet of open ditch must be taken care 
of in a permanent way. Most of this ditch has been covered for 
the past twelve years; but not in a permanent or satisfactory 
manner. At least a portion of the Monadnock Park area should 
be enclosed with a fence and a permanent fence around the tennis 
courts must be considered. The skating rink area should be doubled 
in size, with provision for lighting at night. The skating rink 
house must be enlarged with possibly separated rooms for boys 
and girls. Two tennis courts should be added at Barnes and about 
200 feet of open ditch must be provided with culvert and covered. 

There are many developments and changes of a minor nature 
at both parks under consideration; but it should be borne in mind 
that our present annual appropriation is hardly more than suffi- 
cient to take care of maintenance cost, so that new developments 
must necessarily come slowly.

REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The year 1930 shows a large gain over any preceding year. 
This gain in circulation is due largely to the fact that so many 
people are unemployed. This is shown not only in the number 
of books circulated but in an increased use of the reading room. 

. 90,491 books and magazines have been circulated. This is a 
gain of 23,962 over last year. Mire non-fiction has been read 
than ever before, the gain being especially noticeable in biography, 
science, useful arts and literature. 

The children’s department has been used more, which is 
shown by a gain of 11,168 over last year. 
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883 volumes have been added of which 291 were gifts. Due 
to the cut in the appropriation it has been impossible to meet the 
many demands made by the public. In order to extend the useful- 
ness of the library in the community there should be a larger 
appropriation to carry on the work. 

Books have been sent to the schools as usual. The Hospital 
and the Frances J. Tolles Home have been supplied regularly 
with books. Also the Rest Room at the Sullivan Machinery 
Company which was given up early in the year. We are 
grateful to the Sullivan for the gift of over a hundred volumes 
and a half year subscription to several magazines. 

Among the gifts special mention should be made of the 
books given to the children’s department by Mrs. Roy D. Hunter 
and Mrs. Robert Upham.

To the Board of Selectmen: 


The year ending January 31, 1931, showed a marked reduction 
in the number of bell alarms, which totaled but 11. The number 
of still calls, however, was considerably greater, being 258, pr a 
totai of 269 summons to which the department has responded. 
A further increase in the number of alarms telephoned to the 
station is noted, this procedure resulting not only in more prompt 
and accurate notification of the department in many instances, 
but also in economy to taxpayers in the frequent event the entire 
department’s services are not required.

One new hydrant has been installed during the past year, 
located on Forest street near the Boardway & Cowles lumber 
mill. 


FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 


Replacement of the elements for the battery room, recom- 
mended last year, has been completed, and this installation has 
resulted in maintaining the system at its usual high stage of 
efficiency. It is expected that the new elements will give service 
for another five-year period. No additional alarm boxes have been 
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installed during the past year, the number now in place giving 
adequate coverage to all sections of the town. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I have no recommendations to make this year, except that 
sufficient funds be provided to keep the department and its equip- 
ment at its present level of efficiency. Purchase last year of a 
new motor chemical has provided apparatus believed adequate to 
cope with any emergency which may arise. 


REMARKS 


The town has been fortunate in its unusually low fire loss 
during the past year, a record for which both department members 
and the townspeople in general may take credit. An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure, and continuation of rigid 
precautions against fire by the citizens of Claremont is one of 
the most valuable allies the local department can possess. Except 
for the Claremont Waste Co. fire, all blazes have been of a com- 
paratively minor nature, and quick discovery and response has 
served to minimize loss. I am déeply appreciative of the fine 
support and cooperation given me by department members and by 
the town as a whole.

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Health Officer’s Report 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit a report of the activities of the health 
department of the Town of Claremont for the year ending 
January 31, 1931. 

The town starts the new year in the most healthful condition 
in many years, as far as contagious diseases are concerned. 

Furthermore, the records for the full year show a decline in 
every contagious disease with the exception of scarlet fever. 

_ The latter disease was prevalent in rather a mild form during 
the first half of the year, but dropped to a new minimum during 
the last half. 

The following is a list of cases of communicable diseases 
reported during the year:

The health of any community is the aggregate of the health 
conditions of the individuals who make up the community. 

Of all the assets of an individual or a community, none is 
more valuable than health and frequently none is given so little 
attention. Departments of health are actively enforcing measures » 
which cen be applied to the health protection of communities; 
however, there are many things which cannot be controlled in this 
manner, and good results are entirely dependent on each person’s 
own acts. Health education and the adoption of approved means 
for the prevention of disease are among the important measures 
for the promotion of health in the individual and the community. 
This phase of the health program which has been carried on 
heretofore in Claremont, has been continued during the past year, 
mainly through the agencies of the public health nurse, the infant 
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welfare nurse, the tuberculosis nurse, school nurse and medical 
inspection of schools. 

The Board of Health secured the services of Dr. Brooks to 
carry on the work of immunization among the children, both 
of pre school age and those of school age, against scarlet fever 
and diphtheria. The results along this line have been most grati- 
fying and we believe of great future value to individuals and the 
community. 

The Stete Law requiring the vaccination of all school children 
against smallpox, has been enforced, and a total of 330 children 
were vaccinated at the beginning of the school year, which gives 
the schools very nearly 100% immunity against this disease. 

During the prevalence of scarlet fever in 1930, free preventive 
inoculations were offered to all who wished to take advantage 
of this added safeguard. A skin test for susceptibility (Dick) 
was done first to determine those in need of inoculations. A total 
of 158 took advantage of this offer. The use of preventive inoe- 
ulations for scarlet fever is too recent to have established a 
basis for a definite promise as to its length of effectiveness, but 
this fact is true, that of the number inoculated, not one later 
contracted the disease. 


DIPHTHERIA 


It is in the campaign against diphtheria that the Board has 
exercised its greatest activity, with results that have placed 
Claremont as one of the first towns in the state in its percentage 
rendered immune. It is also interesting to note that of those 
children having diphtheria in previous years, almost without excep- 
tion the disease appeared among those not inoculated. In fact, 
in one section of the town it was of material assistance in getting 
the parents to consent to the inoculations, when the fact became 
known that it was the unprotected children that were infected. 

Diphtheria inoculations are given only with the written consent 
of the parents; this year there were 320 permissions given. 

The work has been concentrated to those of pre-school age and 
in the four lower grades, these being ages of greatest suscepti- 
bility. 

Some of the rooms have a percentage of inoculation as high 
as 99%. No school is lower than 56%, and in the total of 1185 
children in the lower grades, we find 764 that are protected. It is 
reasonable to believe that the remaining children have a certain 
percentage that are immune, so that the total number not sus- 
ceptible presents a very solid wall against the possibility of any 
extensive epidemic. 

These unprotected children are a loop hole in that wall, 
however, and it seems too bad that with so harmless and absolutely 
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safe method of protection, costing the parents nothing, that the 
full 100% of immunity cannot be reached. 

The Board of Health is deeply appreciative of the cooperation 
and assistance it has had from the School Board and the teachers. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


Tuberculosis has been the greatest scourge of mankind) for 
centuries. Today well informed men dare to predict the virtual 
conquest of tuberculosis within a comparatively few years. 

The tremendous growth of clinics has been a powerful factor 
in the reduction of tuberculosis; the first free clinic in the United 
States was held in 1904. Today there are more than 1000 estab- 
lished clinics on a permanent basis. The increase in clinic attend- 
ance is not a result of an increase in tuberculosis; there is far 
less tuberculosis now than there was in the days when clinic 
attendance was small. This has resulted from public education; 
people have learned that the disease can be cured, that it is most 
important to discover it early and that it can be prevented. 

Tuberculosis work in Claremont is carried on under the auspices 
of the New Hampshire Tuberculosis Association Clinic and Nursing 
Service, Miss C. M. Gobie, R. N., being in charge of Sullivan 
County. The following report shows the work that has been done 
in Claremont during the past year through this organization.

No. suspicious patients now under supervision 76 


The Division of Maternity, Infancy and Child Hygiene, of 
the State Board of Health, under the local supervision of Miss 
L. M. Clark, Field Nurse, is one of the very important factors 
in the State and Town health program and is of great value to 
every mother and child in the community who receive its assistance. 

In addition to the regular work of this division during the 
past year, a very successful Child Health Conference was held in 
Claremont October 14 and 15, for children of pre-school age. 

At this conference 193 children were given a complete physical 
examination by a local physician. Of these 44 were found to have 
no defects, while 149 were found to have defects. é 

Aside from the direct benefit by those having these examin- 
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ations, the work presents a definite educational value in teaching 
the importance of a yearly health examination, even if one feels 
perfectly well. 


SANITATION 


This division of the health department has been given careful 
attention as heretofore; all stores and establishments handling food 
and food ‘products have been inspected from time to time and 
whenever there appeared to be any violation of the Pure Food 
jews, proprietors of such places were warned to comply with the 
requirements of this law. 

We are pleased to note that in most instances, little fault 
is to be found regarding the sanitary condition of stores and in 
the handling of food-stuffs in Claremont. 

Fifteen samples of water from the public supply, known as 
Grannis system, and from private sources were sent to the State 
Laboratory for analysis. 

Numerous complaints for nuisances were received and investi- 
gated, a large percentage of these complaints are from the improper 
disposal of sewage, rubbish and other waste matter. To repeat 
what has been said in previous reports in regard to the habit 
of throwing papers, boxes, cans and other unsightly substances, 
in back yards, vacant lots or near public highways, is most 
reprehensible as well as being a direct violation of the law. Such 
places are unsightly in appearance and a menace to health, as 
they afford a breeding place for mosquitoes, flies and other vermin, 
all of which are recognized carriers of disease. 

The town is maintaining a public dump and every citizen 
of the town should make a personal effort to see that all rubbish 
and other waste matter is carried to the dump and not allowed to 
accumulate on your premises. Doing this will not only protect 
the health of your own family, but is helping give the town a 


_ better and more attractive appearance to its citizens and those 


visiting or passing through the town. A regular caretaker has 
been employed at the dump the year round, and the dump has been 
kept in clean condition, all rubbish being burned as fast as 
deposited. We believe this dump and its surroundings are now 
kept in the most sanitary condition of any public dump in the 
State, considering the size of the town and the consequent large 
amount of rubbish to be disposed of.

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Report of Milk Inspector 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Claremont: 

The past year has been quiet as far as milk inspection is 
concerned. 

Sarmples have been sent away and the reports have been very 
good; barns inspected and cattle examined, and with very few 
exceptions, few changes have been made. 

Cattle have been tuberculin tested and in most cases now at 
owner’s expense, only three reactors found in all the cattle sup- 
plying milk and cream to Claremont, and they have been destroyed. 

We were a little suspicious of one dairy as a carrier of scar- 
let fever, and that supply was pastuerized and some procured 
from other sources until danger was over.

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State Forester’s Report 


To the Chairman, 
Board of Selectmen, 
Claremont, N. H. 
Dear Sir:— 

In accordance with the terms of an agreement executed 
between your town and the State Forestry Department, we are 
handing you herewith a statement indicating the results of White 
Pine Blister Rust Control carried on in your town during the 
season of 1930. 

The report is divided into two sections: (1) a financial 
statement, and (2) a map upon which has been indicated the sec- 
tions of the town worked in 1930, as well as those areas covered 
in previous years. 

As is shown by the financial section, the State increased town 
appropriations 25 per cent. Supervision of the crew, which 
includes the time necessary in determining the control areas, 
locating boarding places for the crew, inspection of crew work, and 
many other details which arise in connection with control 
measures, was handled by the District Blister Rust Agent. As 
this individual is an employee of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, no charge for his services was made against either the town 
or state monies available for control work. Thus, the town and 
state appropriations were used solely in the location and destruc- 
tion of currant and gooseberry bushes, the plants which spread 
this disease from infection to healthy white pines. 

Since in work of this nature it is practically impossible to 
cover all of the many details, the Forestry Department regrets 
that there were so few of the townspeople that came out to view 
the work of the eradication crew. Such a personal contact with 
Blister Rust Control measures would, we feel, be of interest and 
also instructive to local pine owners. If there is any further 
information which the Selectmen may desire regarding the work 
of the past season, we shall be pleased to furnish it upon request. 

For the information of your townspeople, we would suggest 
that this report be read at Town Meeting, and such sections as 
seem advisable, especially the financial statement, be included in 
the annual report of the town.
